txmdon, Nov. 6.—Almost the only 


subject of discussion at present in 
England is the disastrous reverse suf- 
fered by General White, the British 
commander at Ladysmith.

opinion seems to be. fairly divided, 
one section bitterly blaming the Gen- 
eral and the other maintaining that be 
is probably'iibtf so much at fault fts ne 
made himself out. The latter section, 
which includes many service men and 
nearly all the service publications, 
urges the withholding of definite criti- 
cism for the present: The Naval and 
Military Record says: 


"Considering;'tne nature of the' coun- 
try, the lamentable unpreparedaesB of 
England and7the unwillingness of the 
opposition to allow a British regiment 
to go to South Africa until President 
Kruger's ultlmatuu» was received, it is 
almost surprising that we have been 
able to hold our Own so far. Not only 
have the Boers proved themselves de- 
termined fighters and splendid sharp 
shooters as we knew them to be, but 
they have developed surprising mill- 
tary and strategic qualities. They 
have nearly surrounded every garri- 
son we hold and have invariably oc- 
cupied -almost unassailable positions, 
fighting with great courage. Against 
such fighters our little force, left iso- 
lated far from our base and without 
hope of relief for days to come, has 
not only done splendid work, but has 
gained successes which we venture to 
believe no other soldiers in the world, 
placed in similar positions and in 
similar unfavorable conditions could 
have achieved." 
Since the first news of the Lady- 
smith disaster reached England a 
storm has been gathering over.. the 


* head of the Secretary of State for 
War; the Marquis of Lansdowne. 
Sonle of the ablest of the government 
supporters declare privately that al- 
most criminal neglect was shown in 
not'•'•'•sending'- at ina'st' ten thousand 
more troops by October 4, and that if 
Lord Lansdowne's hands were tied by 
higher powers he ought to exculpate 
himself beyond the shadow of a suspi- 
cion.

Considering the tre- 
mendous reinforcements now on the 
way to him, it occurs to almost every- 
body at first sight that he ought to 
have retired without risking engage- 
ments, but it ir," forgotten what would 
happen in Natal unless we made a 
vigorous stand there. 
"Natal has risked her little all on 


behalf of the empire, and the. least we 
can do is to risk something ourselves 
and prevent the overrunning of her 
prosperous towns and rich fields by 
hordes of the enemy. Purely military 
. considerations, I admit, might point to 
the fact that we busbtJnunediately to 
have withdrawn from our advanced 
positions," but! purely military" coh- 
sldetjiitlojtjt have scunetimes to be sub- 
ordinated to the interests of the em- 
pire, and, although many good lives 
have been lost in such a cause, they 
have not been wasted."

Major Rafter, of The Twentieth Kan. 


*M, Comet In ^er ^tavy Conture— 
The Transport Service Severely 
Arraigned by Investigating loard at 
San Franciaco. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 6.—A local 


newspaper says fhat ihe most sen- 
sational report of a military board ol 
inquiry ever tent to tbe War Depart- 
ment from this city has been forward- 
ed to Washington from the head- 
quarters of Major General Shafter. 
The document consists of nearly one 
hundred typewritten pages and con- 
tain* the severest kind of criticism of 
tbe methods employed by officers iu 
charge of the sick soldiers who return- 
ed from the Philippines on tbe trans- 
ports Tartar and Newark, on Oct. 10. 


Upon Major Rafter, the surgeon of 


the Twentieth Kansas volunteers, who 
came back on the Tartar, the heaviest 
censure is laid. Colonel Metcalfe, of 
the same regiment, who commanded 
the ship, General Funston being only 
a passenger, is indirectly referred to. 
Many other officers are given a hard 
measure of criticism, but their names 
are being withheld until the War De- 
partment seen fit to make known the 
details of tbe report. 


The board of inquiry which has so 


severely arraigned the transport ser- 
vice was appointed by General Shafter 
two weeks ago at the suggestion of 
Colonel Alfred C. Girard, chief sur- 
geon in tbe General Hospital at the 
Presidio. Colonel Glrard's desire for 
an investigation was occasioned by the 
deplorable condition in which he found 
the sick men from the transports Tar- 
tar and Newport. There were about 
forty of them, and nearly all wore suf- 
fering from dysentery. Three men 
who came in these transports died a 
few days after arrival. They were J. 
T. Fabisak, and John A. Logan, of the 
Fourth cavalry, and George W. Mills, 
of the Twentieth Kansas. 


Are After Aguinaldo. 


Manila; Nov. 6.—A fleet of trans- 


ports and gunboats has left Manila for 
the most important expedition of the 
autumn campaign. Its -destination is 
supposed to be Dagupau or some other 
northern port. 


General Whcaton commands, with a 


brigade consisting of the Thirteenth 
Infantry, the Thirty-third infantry, 
two guns of the Sixth artillery and 
two Gatlings. The transports Sheri- 
dan, Francisco de Reyes and Aztec 
carry the troops, with the gunboat 
Helena as escort. 


A dispatch boat was sent ahead to 


arrange a rendezvous with the United 
States crulsor Charleston and the 
other warships that are patrolling the 
north coast of Luzon 
' 


Tho landing will be made under 


cover of the guns of tho fleet. It is 
assumed here that the purpose of the 
expedition i» to move down the Dagu- 
pan Manila Railroad toward Tarlac. 
or to prevent Aguinaldo's forces mak- 
ing another base further north. 


"To tpeak of a color blind artitt

"I can tell you also of two London 


ladies who consulted 
me for 
color 


blindness who paint really beautiful 
pictures. One is the daughter of a late 
famous artist and was taught painting 
by her father. She is quite unable to 
distinguish red from green, but her 
colors are all labelled with the names, 
and she has been taught which to use 
for certain effects. Possibly her paint- 
ing may seem to ht:r eyes, as it were, 
drawing with a brush and 'shading' 
with the colors. 


"The other is a lady artist of some 


celebrity who has fc>r years exhibited 
annually in London. The public is not 
aware that she is color blind. 
She 


painted the 'wedding group" for a cer- 
tain noble bridegroom a year or two 
ago, and also several public men's por- 
traits, and one of an eminent physician 
fetched her 500 guineas. 


"There is a gentleman residing at 


Kensington, who, having years ago left 
the navy through finding his advance- 
ment hopelessly buired by his color 
blindness, is at present making several 
hundreds a year by his brush as au 
artist, designing most artistic and 
brightly colored picture 'posters' for 
advertisement hoardings."

V Httel Which I» (jittUug to We In Larger 


Ueumud Thiui Heretofore. 


The average importations of nickel 


Into Che United States now amount' to 
more than 100,000 pounds in a year, 
and the value of such importations, 
chiefly from New Caledonia and Can- 
ada, is f(fOO,0<>0 a year. Last year nickel 
to the amount of $1,200,<K)0 was pro- 
duced in Canada, and nickel to the 
amount of ftfOO.OOO was produced m 
New Caledonia. These two countries 
supply practically all 
the 
nickel in 


manufacturing use of cne world, and 
the United States use about one-third 
of the whole world's supply. 


Nickel is .a white metal of peculiar 


hardness and is used as a substitute 
for brass, copper or plated silver. Its 
extension in use has, however, been, 
to some extent, retarded of late years 
by the greater cheapness of aluminum, 
but. aluminum lacks the quality most 
highly esteemed in nickel—the peculi- 
ar bright sheen which mak^s nickel 
plating so desirable an ornament, and 
which relieves ic from the dullness to 
be seen in many aluminum articles.. 


The American 
5-cent 
piece or 


"nickel" is three-fourths copper and 
one-fourth nickel. 
It was first pro- 


vided for by Congress in 1H<W. 
The 


copper in the coin weighs seventy- 
seven grains and the nickel weighs 
thirty grains, or nearly half as much, 
though only one-fourth in amount.

The Offllclal Stamp of Approval HIM Be«tn 


1'ui ouTtil» lt«mi»rki»blt> I(ull»:iy. 


The most remarkable railway In the 


world has for its motive power not 
steam or electricity, but a balloon. 


Stranger still, the official stamp of ap- 


proval has just been put upon this most 
marvelous railroad, which goes to and 
from 
the 
summit of 
HochstauTfen 


nountaln, at Bad-Reichenhall, the well- 
Known Inventor, Herr Volderauer, who 
had long ago convinced the 
experts 


that his scheme was perfectly feasible 
and safe. A single rail guides the cars, 
and keeps the balloon with its load 
captive, the cars gr'pplng the rail at 
the sides and underneath the flange. 
At about every fifteen feet the line is 
firmly anchored, in descending the 
mountain of course, 
gravity is the 


propeling force, water ballast being 
taken aboard at the upper end to coun- 
ter-balance the buoyancy of the bal- 
loon. The cock on th« water tank 01 
the car can be opened by the operator 
at any time. The tank carries about 
800 pounds of water, and tank and 
car together weigh about <!00 pounds. 
The balloon is sixty-seven feet in di- 
ameter, and exerts a lifting capacity 
of 
something ovir ll.doo pounds. 


Weights, also, can be taken aboard and 
discharged at the various stations 
along tho line. 
At the foot of the 


track are the gas tank and generator. 
The summit of the Hoebstauffen offers 
» sublimely beautiful view, but before 
che advent of the Aerostati railway the 
rlimb was both long and tedious. It 
was only attempted by experienced 
mountaineers.

bearing the name of Maine will again 
float upon the briny deep. It will b 
recalled tfcat, after the destruction o 
the second class battleship in Havana 
harbor, congress authorized that one o 
the finest war craft possible be built am 
nameli Maine. The contract for th 
vessel was let to the Cramps, of Phila 
delphia, October 1, 1899, and the firs 
keel plate was laid February 15 last 
one year alter the explosion in Havana 
harbor. Tne Cramps have advissd the 
depaitment 
that 
if the 
armor is 


promptly delivered,the contractor's trial 
can be made in April, 1901, the official 
trial six weeks later and the delivejy of 
the vessel can take rlace in June, 1901. 


The placing [of the guns aboard the 


new war \essel will require some time, 
even if they will have been made by the 
time she is ready for them. It is pretty 
safe to say that it; will be all of two 
years before the new battleship Maine 
will be prepared for service and men 
and officers are aboard of her.

General Charles Williams. 


Gen.Cbarles Williams, one of tho best 


known public men in New Hampshire 
and a noted citizen of Manchester, died 
at his home iu that city on Monday, of 
cerebral congestion of the brain, aged G5, 
years. Mr. Williams was born in Eng- 
land and came to this country with his 
father wLcn he was ten years old. 


General Williams lias done much for 


Manchester, and the present street rail- 
way of that city is almost wholly due to 
uis^ealth and public spirit. 


The deceased was a steadfast republi- 


can, though he never sought political 
favor. lie was quartermaster-general 
on tbe staff of Governor Moody Currier 
io '9j and '9C, and in the fall of the lat- 
ter year was elected to tho council of 
the incoming governor, the lion. Chas. 
H. Sawyer of Dover, from tho third 
councilor district. 
He was several 


times a delegate to the national conven- 
tions of his party and his political wis- 
dom and foresight were of the same 
character that always directed invest- 
ments. He was known as a naturally 
shrewd but plucky man, and was never 
fearful of being a pioneer along new 
hues. Besides his various business in- 
terests, General Williams died possessed 
of about §100,000 worth of real estate in 
this city, tbe estimate being placed 
cautiously lo\s. He owns the largest 
individual holdings close to the lake at 
Massabesic and his ground rents there 
the past season have amounted to some 
thousands of dollars. His house at 205 
Belciont street is one of tbe most pleas- 
antly situa'ed mansions in the city, com- 
manding a fine view of the Uncanoonucs, 
to the westward,and overlooking the val 
Ifiy in which the city proper is situated 
Derryfield park is but a minute's walk 
t3 tbe northward. General Williams 
was also a heavy holder of realty be- 
tween Manchester and Massabesic, and 
most of his property is such that a few 
years will much enhance its cash value. 


Personally, 
General Williams was 


amiable and kind hearted. He was at 
times disposed to be abrupt, perhaps, 
but it was the abruptness of a very busy 
man of affairs, and was of a nature that 
soon wore off under tbe influence of an 
honest, and cheerful heart.
